The Coinage at Philadelpuia.— During 
the first five months of 1861 there have been 
coined 12,248,037 pieces, in value,$31, 123,200.

The 
present interruption of foreign importations 
has caused a great influx of gold, to be coined 
for home use. Since the commencement of 
the Mint in 1793 there has not been as much 
value coined in any year (save in 1851) a«

XASUVILLE. 

The city of Nashville is at present the 
most important seat of manufactures i<i the 
Confederate States. Most of the shoes, har- 
ness, and cavalry equipments used in the 
rebel army are made here, the leather being 
procured principally from Cliatt:inooi;a. where 
there is n large tannery, owned hy the I'nion 
Bank of Tennessee. 1 -understood that many 
of those shoe factorie.s were established by the 
rebel government. They are also erectinii 
here a powder mill and an additional paper 
mill. The foundries, of which there are .sev- 
eral, are casting cannon balls, and twn of them 
are casting cannon, whicii are said to be 
much superior to those turned out at Mem- 
phis. The people here seem more determined 
upon a vigorous prosecution of the war than 
the people at Kichmund do. Tho most vigi- 
lant surveillance is kept over persons who are 
suspected of having any design to make their 
way northward, and no perscm is allowed to 
leave in that direction without first having 
his pass renewed.

The Neutrality of Holland. 
Notices have been issued in thcDutch West 
India Colonies, warning all the subjects of 
His Majesty of Holland to observe a strict 
neutrality during the existing difficulties in 
the States of America, to respect any actual 
blockade, not to curry contraband of war, or 
convey dispatches for either of the belliger- 
ent parties, and in particular to avoid having 
anything to do with privateering, as those 
who engage in it may be lo<.ked upon by 
foreign nations as pirates, and will be liable 
to the penalties provided by the law of Hol- 
land. Instructions have al.so been issued to 
the effect that, for tho observance of a strict 
neutrality, to privateers, under whatever 
flag, or with whatever commissions or letters 
of marque provided, and with or without 
prizes, shall be admitted to the harbors or 
roads, except in case of distress, and, under 
any circumstances, all such privateers and 
their prizes are to be closely watched, and be 
made to put to sea again as soon as possible.

FOUTIFICATIONS AND STEAMERS ON THE MIS- 
PISSSIPPI. 

If all the fortifications on the Tennessee 
shore of the Mississppi river -.vere placed in a 
line I think they would extend tifteen miles. 
They commence at Memphis and extend 
northward to the State line. The principal 
intrenchments are above Fort Randolph, ex- 
tending beyond Fulton, nt Pcc-in Point. 
Twenty-two guns, mostly thirty-two pound- 
ers, are mounted at Forts Harris and Ran- 
dolph, e^cclusive of a battery of flving urtil- 
liM-y, under command of Captain Miller. One 
of the forts in the immediate vicinity of Mem- 
phis — that at the mouth of Wolf river — is 
liiiblc to be overflowtd and carried away. It 
has fix guns mounted. The other is two and 
a half miles higher up the river, and is mount- 
ed with twelve guns on turn-wheels. 

There is no scarcity of ammunition. The 
rebel Government has two gunboats in Jlem- 
pliis. One is a largo vessel, with her guards 
cut off, and mounted fore and aft with two 
sixty-four-jK)und guns. She is painted black. 
The other is of siimller .size. They have also 
fifteen largo side-wheel steamers, which are 
used as transports between Columbus, Hick- 
man, and Jlemphis, and nine or ten small 
stern-wheclers, which run reuularly upAV'liite 
river, establishing comniiinii-ation lietween 
the forces of Price and MeCulloch by way of 
Jncksonport. Jackson county, Arkiinsns. Two 
or three packets K-avo .Mcniphi.s daily, with 
troops and munitions of war. I cannot recol- 
lect the names of all tho steatncrs in the 
.service of the rebel Government on this part 
of the Mississippi, but I can give you some 
of them. The largi- sidc-wheelcrs — some of 
them to be rememlx-red as crack boats on the 
St. Louis and New Orleans line — are:

It must become imliecile to 
become secure. The creation of a National 
Government, with power to declare war and 
make peace, has never been held or under- 
stood as conferring a power upon the com- 
mander of the armies paramount to the ('on- 
stitution of the State. All military authority 
must be exercised in subordination to the 
Constitution of the State — whether municipal 
laws be operative or not. 

The King of (ireal Britain never claimed 
the right or power to overturn or disregard 
the Constitution. In all its civil wars for the 
cTov/T\. porliament passed the bills of attainder 
— or convicted by the courts. Tho armod 
rebellion of 1745 was subdued, and then tho 
rebels were indicted, tried, convicted, and ex- 
ecuted. 

The Parliament, not the King or his Gen- 
erals, determined the punishment of treason, 
including confiscation, with corruption of 
blood, which cut otf a descent of land to heirs. 

rebellion 

in arms — the courts of justice with treason. 
There is no power under the British or 
American Constitution to have a military or 
court martial trial of a citizen or subject for 
treason. Military trials by court martial can 
be had only of officers and soldiers .of the 
army and navy. 

"The trial of all crimes, except in cases of 
impeachment, shall be by jury, and upon in- 
dictment or presentment. " — Constitution 
United Sfiitr.t. 

Treason is a \-rime — and must be be tried 
by a jury — after the armed traitor has been 
subdued by our army. It is then revolution- 
ary folly and madm-.ss to talk about a Gener- 
al declaring martial law, and thus absorbing 
and centralizing in himself all the powers of 
an irresponsible despot. 

The Constitution of tho United States no- 
where confers upon Congress or other depart- 
ment, the power to create a dictator. .Such 
an act would be unconstitutional, revolution- 
ary, and dangerous to liberty, and no neces- 
sity can justify such an attempt. The Con- 
stitution has all the powers necessary to tho 
preservation of the Government. Any pre- 
tense to the contrary is the scheme of a revo- 
lutionist. 

" Conpre«s shall have power to declare the 
punishment of treason, but no attainder of 
treason shall work corruption of blood, or for- 
feit un; ex<'ept during the life of the prrmn 
attainted. " — (Ajnstiiution of the United Stales. 

Abolitionists may notice several things in

First, it is Congress — not the President, or ' 
his Generals — that arc authorized to declare \ 
the pnni.ihment of treason.

We get our notions and the principles of | 
treason from the English Common Law. • 
Second, under the common law an attain- j 
der of treason worked a corruption of blood ; j 
consequently no one could be heir, or inherit | 
land from a traitor. The land escheated to 
the crown. The personal property was for- 
feited to the crown. 

Third— Note that the power to declare a 
common law punishment is not conferred up- 
(rn Congress. Two essential characteristics 
are wanting — tho corruption of blood, and 
absolute forfeiture. 

The utmost power of Congress, then, is to 
declare a forfeiture for life of the real and 
personal property, as a pari of the punishment 
for treason. 

The King, under the Constitution of Great 
Britain, acquired an absolute property in all 
the lands and chatties of a traitor. Under 
our Constitution, the Government acquires an 
estate or possession for the life of a traitor. 
As soon as ho is convicted, and is executed, or 
dies, the interest is out of the Government, 
and goes to the heir or next of kin, according 
to the local law. I am not dictating what 
should or ought to be the law, but what is the 
law. I have been weak enough to think all 
that is in the Constitution w-as wise and good, 
and still think so. 

"No 'bill of attainder, or ex post facto law, 
shall be passed." and no .St:ite shall "pass any 
bills of attainder." — Constitution of the United 
Stales. 

This means an attainder by a special act. 
But the States may, iiy general law, attaint Ihe 
blood, and inflict absolute forfeiture for trea- 
son, while Congress cannot. But that is for 
treason against the State, and not the Nation. 

Now I ask all candid, conservative men, 
what would bo the condition of (mr Govern- 
ment if it should go on under this limited 
power, and confiscate, not only the property 
used in war, — but all property, real and per- 
sonal — not for life — but absolutely — and 
then destroy it, burning it up, or emancipa- 
tion of slaves and State institutions with it? 
At the death of the traitor the innocent child 
and heir, or distributee and next of kin, would 
come forward and demand a restoration of tho 
property under the Constitution — the Govern- 
ment must account for all it seized as con fis 
catcd. It will be a simple question of law, of 
constitutional law, and may be enforced, 
doubtless, in the Court as trust. Let mad Ab- 
oliMonism go on to destroy and emancipate 
four millions of slaves — and our national lia- 
bilities will bankrupt the nation for genera- 
tions to come. Our armies had better let 
slaves and slavery alone to take care of them- 
selves. They are not worth the food and 
care that they will cost the Government, j 
General Hallcck has hit upon the true policy 
— keep them out of the camp. If they want 
to run, let them run — let their owners look 
after and take care of them. Even Mr.Lovo-»|

TELEGRAPHIC. 

Baltimore, Nov. 30. 

The Old Point boat has arrived, but brings 
no news. A great many rumors were flying 
about relative to the affair at Ponsacola. One 
story was that Fort Pickens had l>een taken 
by the rebels; another, that Fort Pickens 
was victorious and that Gen. Bragg had been 
killed. Another version is, thai, after two 
days hard fighting, a great storm arose, and 
both parties had to cease firing. 

The Richmond Dispatch of the 28th inst. 
gives the following particulars of the fight at 
Pensacola. taken from the Pensacola Ob- 
server of the 2'Jd and 23d. The Observer of 
the 22d thus announces the beginning of the 
fight: At five minutes past ton o'clock this 
morning, a heavy and continuous fire com- 
menced at the forts below. Un w hich side it 
commenced we are unable to say. Up to this 
writing— 1 o'clock — the fire still continues, 
and we can only give the hope that the bom- 
bardment has opened in good earnest. We 
fhall publish the news as fast as we get it. 
\W learn from a person just from the Navy- 
yard, that the fire was opened from Fort 
Pickens on the Confederate steamer Tuni.s, 
and was returned by our batteries and forts. 
The U. S. steamer Niagara is trying to cross 
the bar for the purpose of entering the har- 
bor. The excitement in the town is im- 
mense. The business houses are closed, and 
the house-lops arc crowded with an excited 
populace. 

The Observer of the 2.3d has the following: 
The firing, as we stated yesterday, began 
from Fort Pickens. The whole of their fire 
during the morning was directed at the 
steamer Tunis, but with verj- little cff'ect. 

The Tunis came up last night, and with 
the exception of two or three little holes, 
made with rifle shot, she is unhurt. This 
shows that their guns are of inferior charac- 
ter, or that Col. Brown and his Yankees are 
all drunk — very probably the latter. The 
steamer Nclmo was also in the engagement 
with the Tunis at the beginning of tlie fire. 
Only one shot struck her, and that did not do 
much damage. The Neimo went over to the 
main land, and found the Florida regiment 
all right; and, passing Billy W'ilscm s bat- 
tery, she gave them a couple of shots, which 
were returned. The frigate Niagara tried 
hard to come in, but her reception was too 
hot, and she had to back out. The only loss 
of life that we can learn is that of a private 
of the regulars and tiie wife of a sergeant of 
marines, both killed by a shell in the navy- 
yard. 

A great many shot and shell fell in the 
navy-yard, but they did but little damage to 
the buildings. Our guns were worked all 
day, and must have told with terrible effect 
upon the other side. The greatest damage was 
to one of the ships which ventured too near 
one of our batteries. 

The editor then proceeds with a tirade of 
abuse against Y'ankees in general and Col. 
Brown in particular. He speaks of the latter 
as follows: " But the meanest and most con- 
templible act was the execution of the threat 
made some time ago by that prince of harden- 
dened scoundrels, Harry Brown, that he would 
not respect hospitals. One shot was so well 
directed at the building that it went through 
it, but did no damage. The baseness of this 
act places this blackguard below the lowest 
cut-throat and vagabond of New York.'' 

The account then continues: "At thirteen 
minutes before 11 o'clock this morning, the 
fire re-opened and still continues at a very 
brisk rate. People are not so much excited 
as they were yesterday, and we can see every 
appearance of a determination to resist to the 
last extremity, if need be; but every one seems 
to place unlimited confidence in our complete 
success. -Ml hope that the bombardment will 
continue till the matter is settled. Hurrah for 
the Southern Confederacy ! Hurrah for a l.i- 
tle more grape! " 

The Montgomery Advertiser of the 24th 
fays: For more than six inonlhs past, the 
garrisons at Fort Pickens and Pensacola have 
faced each olher, making preparations for a 
desperate struggle, which might be com- 
menced at any moment; but the suspense is 
now over. 

The day so long wished for by our gallant 
volunteers, who have been compi'Ued to pass 
the summer in comparative inactivity in camp, 
has arrived, and the strength of the fortifica- 
tions on each side arc to be fully tested before 
cither parly will acknowledge defeat. The 
works erected by the Confederate forces have 
doubtless been constructed with great skill 
and care, and we should, by this time, hear 
that they are in a condition to stand the com- 
bined assaults of the Fort and Y'ankee fieet. 
There will be no child's play on either side. 

It will be no Hatteras or Port Royal affair. 
The Confederates are two strongly entrenched 
to entertain any idea of succumbing to any- 
thing like an equal force. How long the con- 
test will last, no one can tell; but when it is 
announced that there is a cessation of hostili- 
le.-. u hope to be able to announce t iat ilie 
flag of the Confederate States waves over the 
walls of Fort Pickens. 

The Richmond Dispatch says an official dis- 
patch from Gen. Bragg, dated Tuesday night, 
states that everything is quiet at Pensacola, 
that the Federal fleet keeps a safe distance 
from his guns, and that he is fully prepared 
for a renewal of the fight. The editor adds: 
"We have every confidence that Gen. Bragg 
will give Harry Brown and his ruffians more 
grape than they can comfortably digest." 

This is all there is in regard to the aflfair. 
No result is given. 

AVAsniNQTOx, Dec. 1. 
A letter has been received here from Geo. 
D. Prentice, dated New Y^ork. Nov. 2(jth, 
stating that he had nothing to do with the 
article in the Louisville Journal censuring 
the speech of Cameron, made at the dinner 
given by Forney in honor of Mr. Pi entice. 
The article was written no doubt under a 
misapprehension of Mr. Cameron s speech, 
sent by some person without the knowledge 
of Mr. Prentice. Secretary Cameron s opin- 
ions arc identical with those expres.sed in the 
instructions to Generals Butler and Sherman, 
and will be reiterated in his report to the Pres- 
ident. 

The Ordnance Department of the Navy 
finds con>iderable difficulty in getting trans- 
portation of heavy guns from po.ni, to point.

The Legislature of Mississippi has passed a 
bill authorizing the Governor to call out an 
optional number of volunteers for service at 
Columbus, and appropriating §500,000 there- 
for. 

The Governor of Georgia ha? appointed 
Henry R. Jackson, of Georgia, .Major-Gener- 
al, and Wm. H. T. Waller a Brigadier Gen- 
eral of the Georgia army. 

The Galveston Citizen reports the capture 
of the j.irato Royal Yacht by tho Federal 
steamer Sanlee.

A dispatch to the New York Times says 
that a Northern gentleman, who has resided 
in Mississippi for three years, arrived here 
yesterday, and reports tLal at Memphis a 
fortnight agcj there were 10,000 troops forti- 
fying the river above and below. At Nash- 
ville there was a large force of well armed 
and clothed troops, nearly all from the Gulf 
States, with the avowed intention to make 
Kentucky a battle field. The 30,000 addi- 
tional troops called for by Gov. Harris would 
be held as a reserve. No fears were expressed 
of slave insurrection. ^The feeling in East 
Tennessee is as unanimous for the Union as 
that in Middle and Western Tennessee is for 
the rebels. 

It is probable tbat the President will not 
communicate his message to-morrow before 1 
o clock, owing to the necessary preliminaries 
for the opening of the se.-sion. 

The reports of the Secretaries of 'War and 
Navy acconipany the message. The re- 
ports of the Treasurer will not be sent in till 
Tuesday or Wednesday. No advance copies 
of the message have been transmitted. It 
will therefore be telegraphed «iuring the pres- 
ent week. The rebel pickets have appeared 
at Vienna, five miles beyond Siimmerville, 
and also at Flint Hill, which overlooks Fair- 
fax Court-house. They show no disposition 
to attack our men.

The Government has just received inform- 
ation of the capture of a Canada steamer, 
with a cargo of arms and clothing intended 
for the rebels. Tho report is that a Federal 
revenue cutter overhauled this steamer off the 
coast of Maine, and, on boarding her, it was 
found that she contained 10,000 muskets and 
a large amount of boots, shoes, and clothing.

Gen. Jim Lane, of Kansas, delivered an 
address this forenoon on the war.

Chappel chose 
the last alternative, on Gen. Grant's boat, and 
now awaits the decision of Gen. Halleck 
in the matter. Chappel was a Camp Jack- 
son prisoner and absconded on his parole. 
I Accounts at Columbus, up to 9 o clock last 
j night, state firing cea.sed at Psnsaeolaon Sun- 
day, and all was quiet there up to yesterday. 

The Slate Legislature of Mississippi has 
appropriated $76,000 for the purpose of rais- 
ing 10,000 men for sixty days, to be sent to 
Columbus, which rebels propose to make the 
grand battle ground of the Mississippi Val- 
ley, where immense preparations are being 
made against an attack.

Southern News Items. 

News from Pound Gap. — We have intelli- 
gence of a late date, from which it appears 
that the news published yesterday of the ene- 
my's having (jassed through Pound Gap, on 
the Kentucky line, was premature. Captain 
Clay, who is now in this city, left Col, Wil- 
liams' camp on Friday afternoon last, at four 
o clock, at which time the command occupied 
a position four miles this side, for the reason 
that there was no camping ground immedi- 
ately in th" Gap. It was the intention of 
Col. Williams to return, after securing his 
fupplie?, and defend tho Gap so long as he 
might do it successfully, though the lack of 
artillery is a serious disadvantage in ihe face 
of a vastly superior force. In any event, his 
sharpshooters will continue to harrass the 
Federals, and the experienc<! of Piketon shows 
that they can pick them off by the hundred. 

Richmond Dispatch, Sov. 20. 

The Dispatch has, among other items of in- 
teresting information, advices from Pensacola 
to the 11th, saying that new defenses are be- 
ing erected by the Federals, and new guns 
added to tho armament of Fort Pickens. 
Two or three Federal vessels had appeared 
there, but had sailed elsewhere. An Ala- 
bama regiment had been sent to East Ten- 
nessee, to put down the insurrection there. 
A Mississippi regiment had also been ordered 
away, but two new regiments had arrived 
from that State,

%VuiiRKAs, I'iie lolliiwint; act of tlie Gen- 
erul A!>.s«inbly of the CoiiiiiiuiiweMltli of Ken- 
tucky, ctirdiiillv approved Ly me on the '20111 
instant, is tbe law oftho land, 1 think proper, 
in thu exercise of niy executive duties, to 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, as 1 do hereby, and I do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this ■ 
State to be obedient to all the require- 
ments tliereof, to llie end that the hu ' 
mane and noble purposes of the Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully elfeeted. The said act 
of the Giineral Assembly is as follows;

Whkkeas, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope thatthry may not be involv- ' 
cd in the uniuitnral, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjuatini; terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike hoiior.Hble and just to all;

niony'tnay not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable .that the people in tbe meantime, 
should act in harmony, and bo at peace 
among: fheniselves. so that if they shall be 
involved in war. they will as far as" possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; theri'fore 

Jtesohed hy ihe Oencrnl Asuetnblt/ of ihe 
Commonueallh of Kentucky, Tliat if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly ro- 
coniincnded to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of difTerences of political opinions;

^Vll^;K^:.^s, The following r(-•^olution.>i, viz 
"Whkkean, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
and Ihe commanders of the forces so invading 
the .State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
wilhojit dishonor; therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealih of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for tbe purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the .Slate, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the peojile of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. Further resolved, That General Robert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposeof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duty and honor leiiuire shall be used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen sliall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
shall be taken or eonftscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall rt>ceive the fullest protection 
oj' the Governnu nt in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property.

AVhkrkas. the folb.wing Act. lo-wit: 
An act lo rtiise volunteer forc<sto repel Ihe inva- 
siuu of Ihe State, uiw for other purposes. 

^ 1. Ileiteuacted hy Ihf Geuiral Assnutily of the 
Commonireallh nf Ketiliicky, That as the soil of 
the Slate ol Kentucky has been iiiviuled by 
armed loifes, acting under tbe uuthoii y of the 
so-called Confederate Stales ; thcreliuL, fur the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, tbe Govemur 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed , 
issue his proclamation furlbwilh, calling out^ot 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into ibe 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less ihaii twelve months nor mora 
tliiiii three yeai-s, from the time tliey were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

^ 'J. That the Governor be, nnd he is lierebr, 
authorized, in order to raise said lorce, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the dale of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for thai purpose all otiieers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary und 
pi-oucr Jor the coniniand of such volunteers! 

§3. That all volunteer oHicers, non-commis- 
sioned utlicers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered anil accepted under tha 
p.-ovisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in w hich they volunteer as tlio 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advunce one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

Ij 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commautling the Stale forces in the 
field. 

^ 5. Tliat the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of tilleen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the lorly thousand men provided lor by 
this act, one thousand lo be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouls, and five humlied to be used as 
horsemen and scouls, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, Thiit no person shall be ac- 
cepied iu this arm of the service unless ]iU skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose ; And jironided alto, That such 
sons shall receive five dollars per uiouth of e.. 
pay 

5 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may lender 
themselves into squadmns, batialions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be comnii.ssioi ed by 
the Governor on the certificate of tbe General 
commamling. 

i 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of stpiadrons, baitalioiis, aud 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the ollicers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of ollicera by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shail be supei inlended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose J and such justice or judge shall certify 
10 the Military Board the names of the ofilcera 
elected, and for what office e.ich is elected, and 
llieieupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall ccrtil'y to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what oiiice they have 
been respectively elected lo fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conlormity to siu h certificate. 

^ y. That the conim.mding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff oflicers, 
and with such rank, as ihe Inspector General is 
empowered to apfioint by the 14th section of Ihe 
'.id article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved ."March 5, It^GO ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said iiispecior General 
by the Kith, 11th, and 12ih sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

^ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and giade. 
When brigades and divi.sioiis are formed out of 
the troops 80 raised, they shall beoBicered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

^ 11. This act to be of force from its passage.
